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STATE ASSEMBLY 
ENDS DEADLOCK, 
VOTES 741 MILLION 
BUDGET ADIOURNS 


‘Record Spending Figure 
Voted, Immediate Spe- 
cial Session Avoided — 
16 Compromise Fund 
Bills Passed.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 1— 
Missouri's erratic and embattled 
Legislature ended its 1953 regy- 
lar session on a note of harmony 
last night, after approving a rec- 
ord state budget of $741,000,000 
to avoid an immediate special ses- 
sion. 

Breaking the costly, 10-day 
__deadlock on appropriations, the 
feuding Senate and House settled 
their differences and passed, with 
practically no debate, a series of 
16 compromise budget bills pro- 
viding funds necessary to finance 
state operations for a two-year 
period, beginning July 1. 

Although the General Assembly 
avoided the necessity of returning 
to work in a special session dur- 


ing the hot summer months, it 
faces the prospect of being sum- 
moned into extra session next 
autumn by Gov, Phil M, Donnelly, 

Special Session Urged by City. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker of 
St. Louig and other city officials 
and civic leaders have urged the 
Governor to call a special session 
to consider the city’s vital earn- 
ings tax legislation, which was 
killed by the Senate early last 
month. 

Donnelly has declined to com- 
ment on this possibility. Many 
legislators, however, are convinced 
the Governor intends to call them 
back within a few months to con-

Supporters of the city’s tax

A special session on the St. 
Louis tax matter fs urgently 
needed. The city’s present au- 
thority to levy an earnings tax 
is scheduled to expire April 1, 
1954, eight months before the 
next regular meeting of the Leg- 
islature in January, 1955. 

The levy, which brings in 
about $7,500,000, is required to 
put the city’s municipal finances 
on a sound fiscal basis and clear 
the way for many important civic 
improvements. — 

The lLegislature’s five-month 
session, which automatically end- 
ed last midnight, wound up'‘in a 
race against the clock. 

After both houses had quit 
work for more than a week, while 
their leaders wrangled, the basis 
for settlement of the dispute was 
worked out by a joint Senate, 
House conference committee at 
3:30 a.m, yesterday. 

This set off a wild early morn- 
ing scurry to prepare the neces- 
sary mimeographed copies of the 
conference committee’s reports, 
and to put the officially enrolled 
copies of the 16 appropriation 
measures into proper form for fi- 
nal ‘passage.

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PRESIDENT REVAMPS FOREIGN 
AID, INFORMATION AGENCIES 


Creates Two New Units Under Policy Guid- 
ance of Dulles Grouping Various Financial 
and Propaganda Programs. 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower today pro- 
posed creation of an independent 
overseas information agency along 
‘with a new agency to handle for- 
eign aid. 

Both new setups would operate 
under close policy guidance of 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles. The Mutual urity 
agency headed by Harold E. Stas- 
sen would become the Foreign 
Operations Administration, 
| The reorganization, which was 
widely forecast, was submitted to 
Congress in a special message. Al- 
together the White House pro- 
posed four reorganization plans. 

Along with the foreign aid and 
information plans, which were of- 
fered separately, the White House 
proposed two other reshuffles 
which would: 

1. Revise the setup of the Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers, contin- 
uing the present three-member 
board but putting virtually all the 
board's powers in the hands-of the 
chairman, In addition an advisory 
group of government agency heads 
would be set up to make recom- 
mendations to foster “economic 
growth and stability.” Dr. Arthur 
F. Burns, White House economic 
adviser, is expected to head the 
three-man council. 

2. Transfer the payment of air- 
line subsidies from the Post Of- 


fice Department to the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board. 

The major shift would abolish 
the present Mutual Security 
Agency and set up in its place a 
new Foreign Operations Adminis- 
tration responsible for all Amer- 
ican aid operations overseas, in- 
cluding the Point IV program. At 
present, Point IV is operated by 
a seperate agency. 

The new plans would take from 

the State Départment the present 
International Information Admin- 
istration which runs the Voice of 
America, and create a separate 
organization to operate it and all 
related foreign information pro- 
grams. 
_ Presumably, Stassen, now Mu- 
tual Security Administrator, would 
take over as head of the new for- 
eign aid .agency. Dr. Robert L. 
Johnson, present IIA head, is ex- 
pected to stay on as new chief of 
the information setup. 

The new Foreign Operations 
Administration would have charge 
of these programs: 

1. American technical aid to 
friendly countries overseas. 

. The present program for 
helping escapees from Iron Cur- 
tain areas, authorized by a $100,- 
000,000 appropriation by Congress. 

3. The present economic aid 
program to some 40 countries

U.S. JUDGE REFUSES TO VOID 
ROSENBERG DEATH SENTENCES 


Says Motions by Counsel Are 
‘Transparent and Without 
Any Merit Whatever.’ 

NEW YORK, June 1° (UP)— 
United States District Judge. Irv- 
ing R. Kaufman refused. today to 
set aside the death sentences of 
convicted atomic spies Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg. He also nefused 
a stay of execution pending an 
appeai from his ruling. 

Judge Kaufman, who originally 

sentenced the Rosenbergs to death 
for transmitting atomic secrets to 
Rusia, aid the motion were “tran- 
parent and without any merit 
whatsoever.” 
Emanuel Bloch, attorney for 
he Rosenbergs, had argued that 
Kaufman was without power to 
inflict the death penalty on 
Bloch’s clients. * 
Earlier, the’ United States Court 
of Appeals had reserved decision 
on a motion by Bloch to reduce 
the sentences of the convicted 
spies. The New York pair’s execu- 
tion has been ri for the week 
of June 15 in Sing Sing prison 
where they are now held.

SHUTS 140 STORE

600 Employes Walk Out 
in Wage Dispute — 
Food Stores Not Af-. 
fected—Pickets Posted.

One hundred and forty retail 
stores in East St. Louis were 
closed today by a strike of AFL 
clerks in a wage dispute. Pickets 
were posted in front of furniture, 


partment and novelty stores. 

“The 600 employes, members of 
Local 676, Retail Clerks Associa- 
tion, voted the strike at a meet- 
ing at American Legion Hall sev- 
éral hours before the scheduled 
9 a.m. opening hour. The walkout 
does not affect food stores. 

William Deatherage, president 
of Local 676, said negotiations, 
which have been going on for 
eight weeks, became deadlocked 
last Friday when employers made 
an unacceptable offer to increase 
wages 3 to 4 cents an hour. 
Present scales range from $26.20 
to $42.60 a week for women em- 
ployes and from $30.60 to $52 a 
week for men. 

The union demanded an in- 
crease of 16 to 17 cents an hour, 
hospital and medical benefits and 
a reduction in the probation peri- 
od from three to two years. 

The strike was a surprise move. 
Shoppers were greeted by pickets 
on arrival in the Collinsville ave- 
nue business district, and consid- 
erable congestion resulted. A 
meeting of employers and union 
representatives was set for 10 a.m. 
tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Navy Robert B. 
Anderson said today the Navy and 
Marine air arms will more than 
double their jet aircraft strength 
in the next two and one-half 
years although the total of planes 
in service will remain at about 
the current figure, 9941. 

He told a Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee that 16 per cent of 
Navy and Marine Aircraft now 
are jet-powered, and that the fig- 
ure will rise to 37 per cent by 
December 1955 under present 
plans. 

Secretary Anderson was the 
lead-off - witness from the Pen- 
tagon’s top command at the sub- 
committee’s hearings on the $36,- 
100,000,000 military appropria- 
tions budget asked for by the 
Eisenhower administration for the 
12 months starting July 1. 

Of this total, the Navy is slated 
to get $9,650,695,000, a reduction 
of $1,717,187,000 below what for- 
mer President Truman proposed. 

The Eisenhower Administration 
has cut five hillion dollars alto- 
gether from the milit appro- 
priations recommended by Truman 
in January. These cut-backs have 
run into criticism in Congress and 
the present hearings, to run all 
week, afford an opportunity for 
the Pentagon to detail its side of 
the dispute. ; 

Asked Move But Is Satisfied. 

Anderson said he asked for $10,- 
100,000,000 for the Navy when 
he reviewed the Truman budget 
after assuming his job in January

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KEYS CEREMONY 
IN ABBEY TONIGHT 


By RANDOLPH CHURCHILL 


LONDON, June 1 (UP) — The 
keys to Westminster Abbey will 
be handed over to the Duke of 
Norfolk, the Earl Marshal, to- 
night, and a “visitor” will come 
there .tomorrow to be crowned 
Queen. 

In a ceremony footed in the 
past, the Duke will enter West- 
minster Abbey by the west door 
and will there be received by Dr. 
A. C: Don, the Dean of Westmin- 
ster, who will hand over to him 
the keys of the abbey. 


Westminster Abbey is not part 
of any diocese. It is a “‘royal pe- 
culiar” and the “visitor” is the 
Queen. 


At the end of last year the 
Queen, by royal warrant, directed 
the Ear] Marshal to arrange her 
coronation in the abbey. The 
Duke delegated the. building of 
stands and the decoration of the 
abbey to the Ministry of Works. 
The work having now been com- 
pleted, the Duke will formally 
take possession of the abbey on 
the Queen’s behalf. 


Since matters of security are in- 
volved this is no empty formality: 
for the Earl Marshal is in theory 
personally responsible for the 
Queen's safety. In fact, Scotland 
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Yard discharges this duty for him. 
The Earl Marshal will hand to a 
Scotland Yard official the keys 
which he has received from the 
dean. 

This “taking over the keys” 
dates into history. In the eleventh 
and twelfth centuries the English 
monarchy was to a large extent 
elective. Heredity and primo- 
geniture were not normally es- 
tablished until about the year 
1400. There were often several 
claimants to the throne. 


The normal course of action for 
anyone who thought he had a 
good claim to the throne was to 
secure himself in the ‘Tower of 
London and immediately appoint 
an earl marshal to take over the 
abbey and prepare it for the 


coronation.

OIL FOR ANOINTING 
QUEEN KEPT SECRET 


LONDON, June 1 (AP)—A 
coronation secret: the chemical 
formula of the oil with which 
Queen Elizabeth II will be 
anointed tomorrow. 


In what is regarded as the most 
sacred portion of the coronation 
ceremony, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury will dip his fingers 
inte the anointing spoon and 
touch the Queen on the hands, 
breast and forehead. The cere- 
mony, to be seen by no one else, 
will be carried out under a can- 
opy held over the pair by four 
Knights of the Garter. 


No one associated with the 
coronation will reveal the pre- 
cise nature of the oil, which is 
being prepared by a Bond street 
firm of chemists.‘ There was con- 
cern, apparently, that cosmetics 
manufacturers might make and 
market a similar preparation and 
pretend that it possessed some 
fantastic virtues. 


Formerly: the oil was saved 
from coronation to coronation. 
Very little is needed to anoint one 
sovereign, as a pint would be 
enough for a long history of 
kings and queens. But Britain's 
stock of anointing oil was de- 
stroyed by German bombers who 
damaged a portion of Westminster 
Abbey. A new supply was ordered 
and, it being fresh, Elizabeth II 
will have no grounds to complain, 
as did Elizabeth [, that the “oil 
smelt ill.” 


The ingredients of the oil with 
which Charles I was anointed 
were recorded, and presumably 
recipes for anointing oil do not 
vary greatly over the centuries. 
Charles’s brew contained musk, 
civet, ambergris, flowers of ben- 
zoin and oils of orange flowers, 
roses, cinnamon, jasmine and 
sesame. 

The act of anointing, a very an- 
cient practice, is surrounded with 
mystcism and gives the corona- 
tion a deeply religious aspect. The 
Queen will become one of God's 
anointed, just as are bishops of 
the church. 

The oil, until it is needed, will 
stand on the high altar of the 
abbey. It will be consecrated 
shortly before the service by the 
Bishop’ of Gloucester.

form an operation when another } 
surgeon actually does the work 
after the patient is anesthetized. 
Fee splitting involves a rebate to 
the physician from a surgeon or 
specialist who has treated a pa- 
pe, sent to him by.the physi- 
cian 

Bauer emphasized that most 
doctors are honest in their finan- 
cial relations with the public. 

McCormick said committees 
checking patients’ charges against 
doctors must “strong and 
fearless” and must reprimand 
and discipline “physicians found 
guilty of exploiting }eaal pa- 
tients.” He added: 

“Only in this way io public 
confidence in -medicine be main- 
tained.” 

Majority Honest. 

Bauer said: 

“Much has been said in various 
quarters about excessive fees, fee 
splitting and ghost surgery. While 
I would not belittle these evils, it 
is unfortunate that the impression 
has reached the public that these 
things are common among. the 
profession. 

“They do exist and they must 
be mamaed out; but the vast ma- 
jority of the members of the 
medical profession are honest and 
above reproach in their financial 
relations with the public. The 
whole profession should not be 
tarred with the same stick which 
should be applied to a few.” 

Bauer said unethical practices 
“can be eliminated by grievance 
or mediation committees made up 
of members with steel in their 
backbones.” He said that county 
medical societies must support 
these committees, and added: 

» “These committees must never 

become ‘whitewash’ agencies. 

Whenever possible the members 

of these committees should be 

drawn from areas other than those 

in which the defendant lives.” 
For Teaching of Ethics. 

Bauer also asked for a greater 
effort to teach “the ethics and 
traditions of medicine to the 
younger generation of doctors.” 
He said all medic societies 
should follow the lead of those 
who already have established 
courses in ethics for prospective 
members. 

Bauer, who is finishing a one- 
year term in office, asserted that 
while President Eisenhower is in 
the White House “we need have 
no fear of medicine being domi- 
nated by a socialist-minded bu- 
reaucrat.” 

However, Bauer said, doctors 
must “work constantly to eradi- 
cate gaps in our medical care sys- 
tem ... so that there will never 
again be any concerted effort to 
destroy freedom in medicine.” 

Among these gaps, Bauer listed 
voluntary health insurance cov- 
erage or those over 65 years old 
and programs for the treatment 
of long-duration illness. 

Bauer also said he honed _

ISSUE BALLOTS SIGNED 


Measure Simplifies Vote 
Marking in Missouri 
Elections.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 1— 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly today 
signed a bill changing the form 
of ballots used in mumcipal bond 
issue elections, to eliminate con- 
fusion over the correct method of 
marking the ballots. 

The bill, which was sponsored 


by the joint legislative election 
laws revision committee, will be- 
come effective Aug. 29. 

It provides that squares be 
placed on the ballot opposite the 
words yes and no: The voter will 
be instructed to place a cross (X) 
mark in the square next to the 
word indicating how he wishes to 
vote on the bond issue proposal. 

Under the old system, the voter 
had to scratch no to vote yes, and 
scratch yes to vote no. This sys- 
tem of marking ballots has been 
triticized for mafly years as being 
highly confusing to the voters. 

Awaiting the Governor's sig- 
mature are two bills making a 
similar change in the form of bal- 
lots used in St. Louis school tax 
and bond elections. -

Some com- 
panies want to take over the job 
of manufacturing plutonium for 
atomic mbs, selling the plu- 
tonium in a high-priced Govern- 
ment-guaranteed market and de- 
veloping atomic power for indus- 
trial use, as a by-product.”

Troops in Korea Won’t Lack Whole 
Blood, Pentagon Official Asserts

Dr. Melvin Casberg Explains Temporary 
Shortage in Some Areas as Result of 
Sudden Resumption of Fighting. 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP)— 
The top Pentagon medical of- 
ficial said today that “no-soldier 
in Korea will suffer for lack of 
whole blood” despite the need for 
emergency measures taken in the 
Far East last week. 


A sudden resumption of sharp 
fighting on the battle front caused 
a temporary shortage of whole 
blood in some areas and emergen- 
cy steps to replace supplies locgl- 
ly had to be taken. 


Dr. Melvin A. Casberg, medical 
and health assistant to the De- 
fense Secretary, said the amount 
of blood available in the United 
States from the Red Cross is “en- 
tirely adequate” and that there 
has “never been a shortage of 
whole blood in Korea.” 


Casberg, former dean of the 
St. Louis University School of 
Medicine, explained in a state- 
ment that the amount of blood 
shipped by air to the Far East 
depends upon weekly estimates 
supplies. by the chief surgeon of 
the Far East Command. When 
there has been a lull in the fight- 
ing, the estimate has dropped, be- 
cause whole blood has a useful 
life of only 21 days. Casberg said 
it would be wasteful to accumu- 
late large stocks of blood in the 
Far East or any place. 

Dr. Casberg said that the week- 
Iy average of whole blood ship- 
ments to the Far East for the 
Korean war period has been just 
under 10,000 pints. It takes about 
seven days from the time blood 
is drawn from the donor in the 
United States until that blood is 
available for use at hospitals and 
medical stations immediately be- 
hind the fighting. front. 

Dr. Casberg said flatly that the 
“availability of dextran (a syn- 
thetic blood expander) has no 
bearing on the need for whole 
blood as there is no substitute 
for the latter.” 

An aid in Dr. Casberg’s office 
added that many patients who re- 
ceive whole blood have already 
been given dextran, or blood 
plasma, which is derived from 
whole blood and can be stored 
for long periods of time.

He pictures 
Cantinflas, Mexico’s favorite 
movie comedian, as Juan Diego, 
the humble Indian who in the six- 
teenth cent reportedly saw 
visions of the Virgin of Guada- 
lupe. Devout Catholics were in- 
censed, threatened to boycott the 
theater, and claimed that the 
mural betokens a new anti-Church 
drive sparked by Mexican Com- 
munists. “ 


Now, Rivera is not a Commu- 
nist, He used to be. He would 
like to be again. Like Finnegan, 
he has been on and off. Last Nov. 
22 he made public a letter apply- 
ing for readmission to the party. 
Earlier in the year he had do- 
nated a fee paid -him for another 
controversial mural to the Com- 
munist-inspired World Peace 
Movement, . 

Few Professed|. Communists. 

Mexico does not have large 
numbers of professed Commu- 
nists, They are thought to total 
not more than 25,000. The number 
of sympathizers is higher. But the 
principal leftist candidate in last 
year’s presidential elections, Vi- 
cente Lombardo Toledano, re- 
ceived only 72,482 votes as against 
285,555 for Gonzalez Luna, whose 
support was chiefly Catholic; 579,- 
745 for Henriquez Guzman, an 
independent and generally con- 
servative candidate; and 2,713,419 
for Ruiz Cortines, the winner. 


Mexican Communists had blown 
hot and blown cold toward Lom- 
bardo’s candidacy. He claims not 
to be a Communist but generally 
has very faithfully followed the 
Pp line. He has visited Moscow 
in the past. Lombardo allegedly 
had great influence in shaping the 
reputedly pro-Communist senti- 
ments of former President Juan 
Jose Arevalo of Guatemala. 


At-the end of January Lom- 
bardo came out'in support of 
Ruiz Cortines’s administration— 
this in spite of his violent opposi- 
tion to him g last year’s 
campaign. Lombardo’s’ switch 
was accounted for (by Lombardo) 
because “Ruiz Cortines has 
adopted the opposition program.” 


A basic difficulty for Mexican 
Communism has been that the 
Government party under its suc- 
cession of names (now the Partido 
Revolucionario Instituctional or 
PRI) has monopolized the leftist 
position advocating social and 
economic reform. and hence the 
Communists have had little poli- 
tical ground on which they could 
stake out an independent title. 


Impact of Communism. 


Central American countries 
aside from Guatemala have felt 
the impact of Communism only 
negatively. Honduras and Nica- 
ragua have suffered little direct 
Communist influence. The form- 
er was previously and the latter 
is presently a tightly controlled 
dictatorship. 

Democratic Costa Rica, facing 
a presidential election in mid- 
1953, has had occasional Commu- 
nist jitters. After the Commu- 
nist International allegedly dis- 
solved in 1943 the Costa Rican 
Communist party changed its 
name to the Vanguardia Popular 
and gained a small measure of re- 
spectability. Its leader was the 
intelligent and capable Manuel 
Mora. More recently it molted 
again-and emerged as the Inde- 
pendent Progressive party. If 
this were a political maneuver it 
apparently failed inasmuch as the 
Supreme Electoral Tribunal de-

Case of the Troop Ships 

Senator McCarthy's sensational charges about 
“British” ships transporting Chinese Communist 
troops along the China coast are running the 
course of most of his allegations. They started 
out big and are now thinning to a faint trickle. 
But as usual the truth does not fully catch up 
with untruth, and meanwhile McCarthy has ac- 
complished his dual purpose of focusing atten- 
tion upon himself and of driving a wedge be- 
tween allies. 

In his Senate speech attacking Clement Attlee, 
McCarthy skillfully and unscrupulously confused 
trade in nonstrategie goods with trade in weap 
ons, in order to create the impression that Brit- 
ain sanctions the shipment to China of “arms” 
and “sinews of war.” He intimated in advance, 
as. he always does, that his committee investiga- 
tion would prove the charge. 


When the committee met the following week, 
testimony by McCarthy staff members alleged 
that two Britishowned ships had transported 
Chinese Communist troops along the China coast 
in 1951 and 1952. Sensation! Senator Symington 


" immediately demanded that President Eisenhow- 


er be called on for an explanation—something 
which even McCarthy thought better of after 
talking it over with Vice President Nixon, Sena- 
tors Mundt of South Dakota and McClellan of 
Arkansas demanded explanations from the Brit- 
ish. 

» Now the State Department and the British 
have explained. And what is the upshot? First, 
it seems to be true that two ships once owned by 
British firms in Hong Kong on two occasions 
transported Chinese Communist troops, not to 
Korea, but from one point on the China coast to 
another. Next, the State Department says the 
ships were under Panamanian registry and fly- 
ing the Panama flag at the time; in other words, 
they were not under British control. Next, the 
State Department protested these incidents in 
Panama, with the result that Panama canceled 


. the registration. And finally, British Ambassador 
Sir Roger Makins states that not only were the 


two ships. outside British jurisdiction, but that 


‘they may not have been under control of their 


British owners either. 

One of. the ships, according to the firm which 
owns it, had*been seized by the Chinese Com- 
munists before the troop-carrying incident oc- 
curred; The owners of the second ship claim 
that it was forced to carry unarmed Chinese 
troops. when it called at a China port to = up 


, cargo of rice. 


. The kernel of truth in. McCarthy’ s charges 
thus appears to be that two ships did carry Chi- 
nese Communist troops. All the rest of the story, 
designed to convince Americans that the British 
Government connived at this traitorous aid to 
an enemy, is McCarthy embroidery. 
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Mayor Tucker Asks for the Facts 


Mayor Tucker has taken an important step 


‘toward improving the dental health of St.

Senator Dirksen, with the support of a ma- 
jority of the Senate Appropriations Committee, 
has undertaken to tie .President Eisenhower's 
hands in any Far Eastern negotiations during 
the coming year. His China rider to an appropri- 
ations bill, designed to cut off American con- 
tributions to the U.N. if Communist China is ad- 


mitted to that organization, is bad’ in every re- 


spect, and should be killed. 

The Dirksen rider is another congressional at- 
tempt to usurp the Chief Executive's responsi- 
bility for the conduct of foreign policy. It is an 
effort to fix policy in the worst possible way— 
by an inadequately considered amendment to a 
money bill. And it is an attempt to dictate policy 
to the United Nations by methods which Sena- 
tor Dirksen and everybody else would resent 
most bitterly if they were employed by any 


_ other U.N. member. 


So there are ample reasons to kill the Dirksen 
rider without deciding on the merits of the 
question whether Communist China should or 
should not be admitted to the U.N, While fight- 
ing still goes on in Korea and Indochina that 
question is academic anyway. If and when peace 
comes, if and when a Far Eastern settlement 
becomes possible, our Government should be 
free to act in the circumstances then existing. 
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Dispelling a Propaganda Fog 
A majority of the country’s Representatives 
at Washington have been deluded by private- 
power propaganda which does not delude 500,000 
customers of public power in Missouri at all.

When the white rook castles and then swoops 
down to mate the black king, it may be chess 
but it is not d¢ricket—that is, if a Red hand 
makes the moves. _ 

Editorial complaint of the Chess Review along 
this line may precipitate an international im- 
passe as unyielding as the Korean and the Aus- 
trian now that a 10-man squad of Russian chess 
masters has accepted a challenge to meet an 
American team in the United States this summer. 

It seems that the Russians, who always have 
been mighty good at the game anyway, have in- 
troduced the platoon system to chess just as 
we are getting it out of football. Squads of ex- 
perts, it is said, are being assigned to the Rus- 
sian grand masters to help them work out the 
best line of play. And there is even talk of 
collusion between Soviet players to let one of 
them triumph over a non-Communist competi- 
tor. That reminds us ofthe big-school runner 
who wins a race because a few of his team-mates 
have boxed the star from the little school. 

Maybe the rules of international chess com- 
petition need to be tightened up. But we are 
not too worried. True, the Russians won the 
Olympic chess championship and the United 
States wound up in fifth place. But the con- 
tests between the Olympic players of the two 
nations resulted in a 2-2 tie. Our boys ought to 
be able to do at least as well on the home 
tables, And if need be, we can recruit a few 
kibitzers to maintain our position in this latest 
phase of the cold war, : 


About paoay Patents 

Perhaps the most dJmportant question raised 
by the plans of Monsanto Chemical Co. and 
Union Electric Co. to develop a dual-purpose 
atomic power plant is that of patent rights. 

The two companies say that the changes in 
the Atomic Energy Act which would be neces- 
sary to permit private development of nuclear 
power should include a “loosening of patent pol- 
icy.” If in the course of operating an atomic 
power plant the companies develop an indus- 
trially useful process, they want the opportunity 
of patenting it. 

That opportunity, of course, would present 
one of the principal incentives for a private in- 
vestment in atomic energy. And certainly incen- 
tives must exist if the application of nuclear en- 
ergy to peacetime purposes is to be accelerated 
through private participation in research and 
development. 

The question is whether patent rights to fu- 
ture atomic developments made by private in- 
dustry have to be or ought to be exclusive. All 
of the development so far has been paid for by 
the taxpayers, and no private interest is entitled 
to exclusive use of the discoveries made to date. 
As to future discoveries which may be made by 
private interests, those who make the discover- 
ies are entitled to benefit from them, but not 
necessarily to the exclusion of others. 

Sound public policy might require that any 
patent rights thus developed should be subject to 
compulsory licensing, whereby the discoverer 
would be compensated for his investment but 
would be denied a monopoly on processes which 
are bound to_rest, in some degree, on the past 
discoveries and experiments which have been 
paid for by the public. 

If the Government monopoly in atomic energy 
is to be denied, no private monopoly should be 
set up in its place. Private participation in this 
field can be worked out only on the. basis of 
partnership—without either public or private 
monopoly. In the absence of effective safeguards 
against private monopoly, the inclination of most 
thoughtful citizens would be to retain the public 
one, 
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Beyond Computation 

Without undue respect for the science of 
mathematics, the Washington Senators recently 
found that they were leading the ‘American 
League in hitting and fielding averages, and still 
were fifth in the standings.

The, Siamese are an unusually 
courteous and hospitable people 
whose respect for authority some- 
times hampers efforts to build up 


service, 
Miss Louise Knapp, director of 
Washington University School of 
Nursing, said today. ‘ 

‘ She returned Saturday after 
three months in Thailand as nurs- 
ing consultant under the Mutual 
Security Agency program. The 
medecal mission there is handled 
by Washington University through 
an arrangement with the United 
States Public Health Service. 

The St. Louisan, who worked 
with staff personnel at Siriraj and 
Chulalongkorn hospitals in Bang- 
kok, found her ‘hosts eager to 
learn and co-operative. Their po- 
liteness wé@nt to extremes not 
often encountered in the bustling 
West. 

On the other hand, she ob- 
served initiative-stifling deference 
to seniority in schools. Siamese 
students in class hesitate to ask 
questions, she said, for fear the 
instructor might be embarrassed 
for want of the right answer. 
Miss Knapp, who is 57 years 
old and has held the Washington 
University post since 1940, re- 
marked smilingly that in her ex- 
perience American students labor 
under no such inhibitions. An- 
other contrast was that in Siam 
a great many more young women 
apply to be nurses than can be 
trained, whereas in this country 
there is a chronic shortage of 
nurses. 

The modernization of Siamese 
hospitals dates from the 1920s, 
Miss Knapp said. King Pumiphol 
Aduldej, the present ruler, is the 
son of an American-trained nhysi- 


cian. There are now in Bangkok 


many nurses trained in the Unit- 


ed States. including six graduates

Miss Knapp said Siamese hos- 
pitals do not have window screens 
because executives feel they .im- 
pede air-currents.

Foundation made grants totaling 
$37,865,235 last year, with $22,- 
065,232 of this amount going to 
projects for the advancement of 
education in America, the organi- 
zation said yesterday in its annual 
report. 

The foundation gave $11,537,- 
361 toward efforts to improve the 
conditions of world peace; $1,289,- 
000 for projects to strengthen 
free institutions; $627,463 for ac- 
tivities designed to strengthen the 
economy, and $2,094,800 to ad- 
vance knowledge about human be 
havior. 

Henry Ford II, chairman of the 
board of trustees, recalled in his 
preface to the report that the five 
fields in which grants were made 
were adopted by the trustees in 
1950 as the foundation’s major 
goals. 

The report said that at the end 
of 1952 assets of the foundation 
stood at $518,422,069, of which 
$417,137,580 was in class A non- 
voting stock of the Ford Motor 


ernment securities. 
Grants and expenses of the 
foundation during the year totaled 


more than its income from divi- 


sources. 

In the field of education, the 
foundation granted $12,596,580 to 
the Fund for the Advancement of 
Education for projects to aid in- 
stitutional education. It gave $8,- 
600,000 to the Fund for Adult 
Education, which affords opportu- 
nities for persons to continue 
their education beyond formal 
schooling. 

In the work toward world 
peace, the foundation aided the 
efforts of several nations to de- 
velop economic stability and bet- 
ter living conditions. The pro- 
gram was concentrated in south- 
ern Asia and the Near East. 

The foundation gave $2,566,607 
toward a number of exchange-of- 
persons projects involving stu- 
dents and government leaders, It 
allocated $2,900,000 toward seek- 
ing solutions to the problems of 
more than 10,000,000 refugees in 
western Europe. This work is to 
be done by private agencies. 

Another approach toward better

SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 


Charges Any Such System 
Threatens Democracy, Is 
Economically Unsound, 


RK, June 1, (UP) — 
Mrs, Oveta Culp Hobby, Secre- 
tary of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, charged 
today that any system of social- 
ized medicine “threatens” de- 
mocracy and is “unsound from an 
economic point of view,” 

The newest member of the Ei- 
senhower Cabinet spoke before 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion’s House of delegates at a ses- 
sion opening the association's 
102nd annual meeting which at- 
tracted more than 16,000 physic- 
ians from all parts of the country, 


Mrs. Hobby said she and mil- 
lions of other Americans are in 
good health because of the “splen- 
did medical care under a private 
voluntary medical system.” 

“The impairment of the: prin- 
ciple of free choice and consent 
in medical care which is inberent 
in a compulsory program of medi- 
cal care represents a break in the 
fabric of our democratic system,” 
she said. . 

Mrs. Hobby said __ socialized 
medicine would be expensive “for 
when the Government provides a 
service the cost of a round-trip 
ticket for the dollar from the tax- 
payer to the Government back to 
the taxpayer must be paid.” 

“This is the point which never 
seems to be fully recognized by 
meee of socialist persuasion,” she 
said.

“We think the Amedican Medi- 
cal Association will meet this 
challenge,” Mrs. Hobby said.

' Her own department, she said, 
works to prevent diseases, im- 
prove sanitation, help local com- 
munities in establishing health 
services, and carry out research. 

Mrs. Hobby disclosed that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is preparing reports on four men, 
one of whom she will recommend 
to President Eisenhower as her 
special assistant for health and 
medical affairs.

Keep Food 
Very Hot 
Or Cold

LEASANT as outdoor eating 
may be, it has its hazards. 
Several cases of food poison- 

ing following picnic meals have 

been reported. Careless handling 
of food during transportation may 
have been at fault. 

Often too much reliance is 
placed upon the fact t food 
has been cooked. It is just as im- 
portant to keep cooked foods cool 
as it is to keep uncooked foods in 
the same condition. This applies 
particularly to meat, poultry, fish, 
eggs and, of course, to custards 
and custard fillings for pastries. 
The latter should not be included 
> - arog meal. There are other 

esserts as appetizing with 
better keeping qualities. 

While there is nothing better 
than a dish of creamed potatoes 
to go with the broiled meat, these 
should be used promptly after a 
short journey during which they 
are kept very hot. It is the in- 
between temperatures that affect 
protein foods. 

Of course, you could chill the 
potatoes after they were pre- 
pared and keep them very cold 
during their journey, at the end 
of which they could be reheated. 
If a cooked salad dressing is 
used, there should be facilities 
for keeping the salad chilled until 
you are ready to serve it. For 
safety’s sake, food must be kept 
either very hot or very cold. 

Picnic Broiled Ham 

Slash edge of ham slice. Allow 
fire to die down to coals, and 
broil ham on both sides at some 
distance from heat. The thicker 
the slice, the greater should be 
the distance. 

Picnic Salad 

Three tomatoes, one cucumber, 
two medium-sized onions, one- 
half cup minced green pepper, 
one-half cup minced celery, 
French dressing. 

Scald and skin tomatoes and 


‘ cut in quarters. Slice cucumber, 


and peel and slice onions. Put in 
jar, add minced green pepper 
and celery and French dressing. 
Cover tightly and chill thorough- 
ly befor epacking picnic baskets, 
Shake jar well before serving. 
Serve with or without lettuce. 
Yield: six servings.

Sé Wen to tell you the truth, clothes buying is not a 
very happy time,” a 14-year-old girl of our acquaint- 
ance admitted ruefully. 

Another girl, also 14, described shopping with her mother 
in the following terms: »“She drags me along with her. And 
she sees these things that she thinks are.nice. Perfectly 
hideous. Reminded me of a feed bag. Short top and zipper. 
Nice skirt, but one strap that just went across my shoulder, 
and when you put it on that way it just hangs like a feed bag 
and is awful. She buys all these things and they’re awful. 
I hate dressing rooms and I hate.trying things on. I like to 
go into a store and just look around!” 

Such complaints may or may not sound natural to you. 
Whether they do or not, you may ask yourself—aré they typi- 
cal of the average 14-year-old American girl?

ACTUALLY, THOUGH THEY are both complaints made 
by perfectly normal 14-year-olds, they do tend to be a little on 
the side of immaturity. The average girl wgom we have 
studied tends to be considerably better adjusted to the whole 
business of shopping and is as a rule in sympathy with her 
mother’s judgment by this age. 

Shopping manners and dispositions, of course, vary tre- 
mendously from child to child, and from family to family. 
And with any one child, from age to age. Further, any given 
child may be perfectly wonderful or perfectly terrible, de-- 
pending on the specific situation. 

But,,in general, a boy’g or girl’s behavior while buying 
clothes, changes from age tb age in as lawful and predictable 
a manner as does any other behavior. There are many ex- 
ceptions, of course, but there is a general trend.

THE 10-YEAR-OLD, in clothes buying as in other be- 
haviors, for the most part accepts his or her mother’s de- 
cisions.

Harriet Moore Studies Their Habits and Preferences in 'Mrs. Middle Majority’ Surveys

CHICAGO, TIll., June 1. 

HE men who make the laws, 
T the military decisions, and the 

headlines may be important 
in their own spheres, but to the 
American advertiser and manu- 
facturer, the most important 
figure is a woman. She is Mrs. 
Middle Majority, a mythical yet 
a tent personage. 

t is Mrs. Middle Majority who 
determines whether a new de- 
tergent, toothpaste, or frozen 
food will become a big name 
brand or limp along in commer- 
cial obscurity. Husbands may 
still decide the price of the house 
and the make of the car, but it 
is the hand that pushes the super- 
market cart that .ules, as far as 
copywriter, television producer, 
and merchandiser are concerned. 

Mrs, Middle Majority is the in- 
vention of Social Research,’ Inc., 
430 North Michigan boulevard, 
Chicago, a firr of psychological 
and sociological consultants whose 
aim is to “help business under- 
stand people.” Her habits and 
habitat have been well explored 
by Harriett Bruce Moore, direc- 
tor of psychological research for 
S.R.1., to the extent that it might 
be said that the advertisers have 
learned about women from her. 

Recently, Mrs. Moore made 
news in a survey about successful 
women executives, in which she 
observed tartly that, “unlike 
some male executives, they do not 
confuse themselves with the 
President of the United States or 
God Almighty.” But for the most 
part, it is not the woman behind 
the shiny desk but the one at the 
shiny kitchen range whom she 
interprets. 

“Mrs. Middle Majority is of the ' 
lower middle and upper lower 
class who are the biggest chunk 
of the population, the backbone 
of the nation,” Mrs. M. describes 
Mrs. M. .M. “They ate the people 
who buy the big products, who 
determine whether a company 
will become big industry or stay 
little industry.” 

They are of the group who buy 
the popular make of automobile, 
not the small foreign-made car 
because it’s different. They are 
not of the group that resist tele- 
vision because they like to read, 
but the ones who love Lucy. 

* * * 
ER studies among women 
which led to pinning down 
Mrs. M. M. convinced Mrs. 
Moore that women react, not only 
to advertising and selling, but to 
everything in life according to 
their class and their background. 

“For instance, if the husband 
strays, Mrs. Middle Majority al- 
ways asks, ‘What about the child- 
ren?’ " Mrs. Moore points out. 
“Im the upper classes, this would 
not be considered cricket. 

“In the upper class, if a hus- 
band goes home from a cocktail 
party with another woman, the 
wife would consider it bad taste 
to make a fuss. The upper middle 
class woman would be upset, 
would consider sending her hus- 
band to a psychiatrist or going 
to a psychiatrist herself, or even 
calling up her hostess and asking 
her what she put in the drinks. 
‘The lower middle class woman 
would get panicky, would con- 
front her husband and ask if this 
meant he was about to lose his 
job and end up on Skid Row.” 

Differences in early upbringing 
are responsible for many of the 
differences in the behavior of 
women, she ‘adds. The upper class 
women -grows up in a world in 
which she has_ extraordinary 
power. Her parents approach her

She 
is suddenly as helpless as if she 
had broken both legs. There is 
a fear of complicated problems, a 
desire not to get in too deep. 

“It results in the attitude of,

but not getting too involved.” 

The upper .middle class woman 
meanwhile is being taught from 
early childhood, “You must walk 
before anyone else, you must read 
before anyone else, you must be 
the head of the class, you've got 
to compete.”

she reaches college and finds out 
it’s best not to be too smart or 
you may not get married. The 
coed who was an honor student 
in high school learns how to fall 
asleep in class.

ates. She! learns when you meet 
an engineer you can be pretty 
smart (about shows and world 
events) provided you're not smart 
about engineering. 

“But she doesn’t stop learning,” 
gays Mrs. Moore, “and this fac- 


ter accounts for: women’s clubs 


and their varied interests. One 
week flower arranging and the 
next week the Korean situation 
and the next week child care.” 

This is the woman who thinks 
she objects to the commercial ap- 
proach in advertising, who buys 
a brand, not because everyone 
uses it but because it’s “just for 
her,” who likes to feel she’s learn- 
ing something—not something to 
enable her to compete with men 
but something to apply to her life 
among women.

When the question is asked, “If 
you want my honest opinion,” the 


answer must be “Yes.” Any other | - 


answer would be cowardly. It 
would indicate that the person is 
afraid to stand up to criticism. 
It is a denial of the truth that 
progress can only be made 
through the detection of faults 
and their correction. 

A person must answer yes, re- 
gardless of the consequences. The 
person must express a desire to 
learn and improve himself. In 
order to do so he must not mind 
putting himself to trouble. In 
fact, he must give the impression 
that the more unfavorable the 
opinion the more he likes it.

é TOKYO. 

MET in the hotel an Ameri- 
[can business’man from Colo- 

rado who is here trying to 
arrange to buy Angora rabbit 
fur. He thinks 
it can eventu- 
ally be worked 
out, though 
there is a good 
deal of red tape 
so that he has 
to spend hours 
in the Depart- 
ment of Agri- 
culture as well 
as days visiting 
farms where 
rabbits are 
raised. 

He finds that the Japanese 
farmer is bedeviled by middle- 
men.
